WE HAD CHARACTERIZED AS UNACCEPTABLE BECAUSE OE ITS PATENT

2- YOU SHOULD SEE FOREIGN MINISTER ABOUHAMAD SOONEST AND 
TELL HIM THAT WE ARE DISTURBED ABOUT THESE REPORTS AS WE 
ASSUME HE IS AND THAT WHILE WE HAVE NOT SEEN THE TEXT OF 
RESOLUTION WE MUST ASSUME IT IS ALONG LINES OF DRAFT WE
